UMWlteadyToCaH 
Strike At Midnight 


TRIPOLI, Libya (AP) - Five Arab 
opponents of Egyptian peace overtures 
to Israel formed a “confrontation 
front” against President Anwar Sadat 
today and announced diplomatic and 
token economic sanctions against him. 
Iraq walked out of tile Tripoli 
summit meeting, undermining the 
united front Sadat's foes hoped to 
achieve and demonstrating once again 
the chronic dissension in the Arab 
world. 
Sadat said the Arab campaign 
against him caused him no concern. 
He also told two interviewers in Cairo 
Sunday that the Soviet Union was 
behind the “rubbish” at the Tripoli 
meeting. 
The leaders of Syria, Libya, Algeria, 
South Yemen and the Palestinian 
guerrilla movement agreed in a final 
communique to “freeze” diplomatic 
relations with Egypt. 
They also called for a boycott of 
Egyptian companies trading with 
Israel, of which there are none; 
demanded that the headquarters of the 
21-member Arab League be removed 


from Cairo, and appealed for support 
for Syria, the chief remaining military 
threat to Israel. 
The meeting also resulted in a 
reconciliation among Palestinian 
guerrilla groups and a hardening of 
Palestinian opposition to peace 
negotiations with Israel. 
Iraq delegates left the Libyan 
Peoples’ Palace Sunday after four 
days of wrangling behind closed doors. 
The walkout underlined a long­ 
standing rift between Iraq and Syria, 
ruled by rival wings of the Baath 
Socialist party that are split over 
tactics toward Israel, Syria’s in­ 
tervention in Lebanon and its diversion 
of the waters of the Euphrates River. 
The Iraqis have sent out invitations 
to an anti-Sadat meeting of their own 
in Baghdad next week, and it was 
believed they refused to join the 
Tripoli front because it is likely to be 
led by Syrian President Hafez Assad.

Saiqa Palestinian guerrillas, who are 
controlled by Syria.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
Mine Workers union is ready to call its 
10th strike in 40 years at midnight, 
even as negotiators continued meeting 
into the final hours of the current 
contract. 
Representatives of the union and 
Bituminous 
Coal 
Operators 
Association met across the table for 
several hours Sunday before recessing 
the talks until morning. 
There appeared no hope a strike 
could be averted. 
At mines in Ohio and West Virginia, 
more than 2,200 miners were reported 
off the job late last week. More ab­ 
senteeism was likely today, the final 
work day of the expiring contract. 
“We’ve got some hard problems. 
We’re working on them. That’s the 
nature of this process,” said chief 
federal mediator Wayne L. Horvitz at 
the end of Sunday’s bargaining. 
Union President Arnold Miller, who 
returned to the talks Sunday after a 
two-day absence, said, “If we’d 
reached any agreement today I would 
have told you.” 
Operators President Joseph P. 
Brennan, asked whether there had 
been an agreement on any substantial 
issues, said, “You don’t reach 
agreement on substantial issues until 
you tie it all up.” 
Any strike by the UMW’s 130,000 
miners could be expected to last at 
least IO days because the union’s 
ratification process takes that long. “I 
said last week that if we went out it 
looked like it might be a long one,” 
Miller said Sunday. 
The last union strike, in 1974, lasted 
42 days. The longest, in 1946, ran 59 
days. Since 1937 there have been nine 
strikes in the 19 contract negotiations 
involving the UMW, a union with a 
tradition of “no-contract, no-work.” 
Sources say the coal companies are 
prepared to accept a work stoppage of 
at least one month. Coal’s best 
customers have laid in stockpiles they 
say could last up to 90 days. 
Chess Player's Wife 
Must Stay In Russia 
LENINGRAD, U.S.S.R. (AP) - The 
wife of chess grandmaster Viktor 
Korchnoi, who defected to the West 17 
months ago, says Soviet authorities 
have refused permission for her and 
her son to emigrate. 
Mrs. Korchnoi said in an interview 
here that she now fears their 19-year- 
old son will be drafted into the armed 
forces, which would delay any possible 
emigration by at least seven years. 
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UMW miners, working mostly in 
Appalachia, produce about half the 
nation’s coal, down from 70 percent in 
1974. 
All sides said bargainers began 
serious discussions over the weekend 
on “substantial issues.” 
These include the union’s demand 
for a right to strike at individual mines 
and for refinancing of the depleted 
health and pension funds. Coal com­ 
panies, hit in recent years by wildcat 
strikes, are proposing penalties for 
miners who join in illegal walkouts and 
incentives for increased production. 
Miller also has said the union is 
seeking an increase in the miners’ 
wages of more than $60 a day. But pay 
has not surfaced as a public issue in 
the talks.

Are Having Arab 'Front' 
Problems 
CINCINNATI (AP) - As Toledo’s 
schools face another closing and un­ 
paid Cleveland teachers boycott, a 
lawsuit continues here today that could 
shut schoolhouses throughout Ohio 
while the state wrestles with school 
money problems. 
FinaLarguments were scheduled in 
the year-long trial on the con­ 
stitutionality of Ohio’s method of 
school financing which the Cincinnati 
school board says discriminates 
against urban districts. 
If the judge grants an injunction 
sought by the 60,406-student Cincinnati 
school district to stop state funding, 
lawyers say most school districts in 
Ohio could face closings and the Ohio 
legislature would have to consider 
alternate financing methods. 
Meanwhile, attorneys for the Toledo 
school board planned to ask the Ohio 
Supreme Court today if the Nov. 8 
ballot contained legally faulty wording 
on a property tax increase proposal for 
school funding. 
Toledo schools were closed seven 
days this year for lack of money before 
voters approved a 6.1-mill tax increase 
that provided emergency funds to 
reopen the 55,000-pupil district. If there 
was legally incorrect wording, schools 
could close again. 
And in Cleveland, U.S. District 
Judge Frank J. Battisti has set a 
hearing Wednesday on a legal tangle 
that has forced the Cleveland schools 
to keep operating although there is no 
money to pay teachers. 
The unpaid Cleveland teachers were 
continuing a classroom boycott that 
has thrown the 113,000-pupil system 
into turmoil. 
The Cincinnati lawsuit contends the 
state’s year-old school financing 
system discriminates against urban 
districts and results in wide dif­ 
ferences in the amount of money 
schools are able to spend per pupil. 
The formula makes state funds 
contingent upon the ability of local 
districts to pass levies. 
The Cincinnati board maintains 
there is a gross disparity in per-pupil 
funding among the state’s school 
systems because of varying local tax 
bases and the willingness or un­ 
willingness of property owners to 
approve tax levies. 
Visiting Judge Paul Riley of Clinton 
County indicated he may decide later 
this month on the injunction request. 
In Toledo, the school board also 
faces a 
Common 
Pleas 
Court 
restraining order that prohibits 1977 
tax revenues from being spent on daily 
operations until $9 million in out­ 
standing bank notes are paid. Four 
Toledo banks obtained the order 
Friday. 
With the order threatening to delay 
their paychecks, Toledo teachers were 
considering today whether to boycott 
their classrooms. 
The Cleveland federal judge was 
ordered Friday by the 6th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals to hold the Wed­ 
nesday hearing. Two Cleveland banks 
had challenged the federal judge’s 
authority to order the school board to 
keep schools open rather than repay 
$15 million in bank debts. 
Battisti said his power stems from 
the Cleveland school desegregation 
case, which is under his jurisdiction. 
The state supreme court ordered the 
Cleveland schools to abide by a state 
law that requires the debt repayment, 
which left the board under conflicting 
court orders. The Cleveland teachers 
have not been paid since Nov. ll addle 
the matter is being resolved. 


Iraqis of being “pro-Sadat.” 
A Palestinian official said Iraq first 
demanded that the meeting reject 
U.N. Security Council resolutions 242 
and 338, the basis of most Arab-Israeli 
peace efforts since the 1967 war. 
Syrian opposition blocked this. The 
Iraqis then demanded that the group 
declare its intention of creating an 
anti-Sadat front but leave the actual 
formation to the proposed Baghdad 
meeting. 
In what Palestinian officials said 
was a slap at Iraq, the Palestine 
Liberation Organization issued a 
statement proclaiming its “total 
condemnation of any party to the 
Tripoli Summit that rejects formation 
of the front.” 
The PLO declaration also ruled out 
Palestinian attendance at the Geneva 
peace conference Sadat and President 
Carter want to convene. It said the new 
Arab alliance should “confront all 
surrender solutions and imperalism 
and Zionism, as well as their tools in 
the Arab world,” the latter an ap­ 
parent reference to Sadat.

Originally from Mount 
Sterling and graduated from the 
Plains High School, Trooper Harrison 
attended Ohio State University and is 
presently enrolled at Ohio University 
in the Criminal Justice program. 
Other Patrol Awards he has received 
in the past include: Three Year Safe 
Driving Award and the Superin­ 
tendent’s Certificate of Recognition for 
Auto Larceny Apprehensions. 
Trooper Harrison and his wife Sue 
live near Mount Sterling with their 
children 8-year-old Troy and 6-year-old 
Lori. 


W ide Variety 
in O hio W eather .

A wide variety of weather covered 
Ohio today — most of it very un­ 
pleasant. 
A heavy snow warning was in effect 
in northwestern Ohio, travelers ad­ 
visories were up early today in the 
northeast and central counties and 
southeastern Ohio was under a severe 
thunderstorm watch and a flash flood 
watch. 
Freezing rain fell this morning over 
parts of northeastern and central Ohio 
while snow was falling over nor­ 
thwestern parts of the state. Farther 
south, thunderstorms were moving 
across the southern counties. 
An intensifying low pressure system 
centered over western Kentucky was 
forecast to move northeastward across 
Ohio today. Meanwhile, a band of 
heavy snow was developing through 
northern Indiana, extreme nor­ 
thwestern 
Ohio 
and 
southern 
Michigan. Snow accumulations of 
three to six inches were likely today in 
northwestern Ohio with heavier 
amounts in southern Michigan. 
The freezing rain and snow were to 
change to rain over central and nor­ 
theastern Ohio as the low moved 
northeastward. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Labor 
Department made good today on its 
promise to rid employers and workers 
of nitpicking, outdated and just plain 
silly job safety rules by proposing to 
dump more than 1,100 regulations. 
No longer must toilet seats in 
businesses be of the open-front type. 
No more must fire extinguishers be no 
higher off the floor than 3 Mi feet in 
some cases, 5 feet in others. 


Labor Secretary Ray Marshall noted 
that thousands of injuries and illnesses 
are suffered by workers each year, but 
“to the best of our knowledge none has 
been caused by the shape of a toilet 
seat or because a fire extinguisher was 
two inches too low.” 
The proposed new rules were made 
public with no little pride by the 
department’s Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration, a much- 
maligned agency in the past. 
“Today’s announcement marks one 
of the few times in history a govern­ 
ment regulatory agency has decreased 
its rules rather than adding more,” 
said Eula Bingham, head of OSHA. 
Dr. Bingham had vowed last May to 
cut “the Mickey Mouse” out of OSHA’s 
muchcriticized rules. Her office 
estimates that 62 million workers and 5 
million employers are covered by tile 
regulations. 
The new version will eliminate a 
prohibition against putting ice in 
drinking water — a rule that goes bade 
to 1930, when ice often came from 
ponds with unpotable water. It will 
also do away with specifying the gauge 
of sheet metal in ductwork required for 
ventilation purposes. 
Many of the rules being eliminated 
are duplicated by those of other 
agencies. Others are obsolete through 
technological change. And others 
simply insult intelligence. 
“Tanks may be of any shape or type 
consistent with sound engineering 
design,” says one provision that will be 
out. 
One requirement dealing with areas 
containing hazardous chemicals 
forced employers to keep a daily roster 
of employees entering regulated areas 
and to hold on to the lists for 20 years. 
The rule won’t be in the new version. 


A special edition of the Federal 
Register will completely reprint all 250 
pages of closely spaced, small type 
that detail OSHA’s general industry 
standards. Provisions to be revoked 
will be in black brackets. 
Dr. Bingham said that because of the 
high interest expected, the usual 30- 
day period for public comment will be 
expanded to 90 days. 


Meanwhile, OSHA’s 1,400 inspectors 
have been told to wink at most, but not 
all, violations of the rules that are 
slated to be discarded. The govern­ 
ment term for this is “de minimis” 
enforcement. 
“Revocation is a lengthy process,” 
said Dr. Bingham. “We are concerned 
with taking action now to implement 
our common sense approach.”

JOHORE BH ARU, Malaysia (AP) - 
Investigators are trying to determine 
whether the hijackers of a Malaysian 
airliner caused the crash in which all 
IOO persons aboard died and whether 
the 
hijackers 
were 
Japanese 
terrorists. 
One witness to the crash Sunday 
night said the twin-jet Boeing 737 
wobbled unsteadily, rose slightly, then 
started down and exploded. Wreckage, 
dismembered bodies, clothing and 
debris were scattered over a square 
mile of swamp north of the Johore 
Strait and Singapore. 


The Malay Mail newspaper said the 
eyewitness reports “indicated some 
kind of tussle between the hijackers 
and the crew.” 
“The explosion may have been 
caused by explosives carried on board 
by the hijackers, considering the wide 
area over which the wreckage was 
strewn,” the paper said. 


Among the dead were the Cuban 
ambassador to Malaysia, Mario 
Garcia, and his wife; two World Bank 
officials from Washington, O.D. Hoerr 
and S.S. Naime, and Malaysia’s 
agriculture minister, Ali Haji Ahmad. 
Malaysian Airways said about 20 of 
the 93 passengers were foreigners. 


Sources at the Kuala Lumpur airport 
said the pilot radioed that members of 
the Japanese Red Army took over the 
plane. But the airline said it could not 
confirm this and did not know how 
many hijackers there were. 


They took over the plane about IO 
minutes after it left Penang island, off 
the northwest coast of Malaysia, on a 
flight to Kuala Lumpur, the Malaysian 
capital, and Singapore with 93 
passengers and a crew of seven, an 
airline spokesman said. 
The plane stopped at Kuala Lumpur, 
but the hijackers forced the pilot to 
take off almost immediately for 
Singapore, the spokesman reported. 
The explosion occurred shortly after. 
Police said they were investigating 
to determine how the hijackers got on 
the plane undetected. Communications 
Minister V. Manickavasagam said 
security at all Malaysian airports 
would be tightened. 


The Japanese Red Army is a small 
organization of extreme left-wingers 
who have been responsible for a 
number of a major terrorist incidents 
since 1970. 
Its most recent exploit was the 
hijacking of a Japan Air lines jet over 
India in September. The Japanese. 


government paid $6 million in ransom 
and released six terrorists from 
prison, and the hijackers and the freed 
terrorists took refuge in Algeria.

Greek Charged 
With Kidnaping 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Nikoloas 
Midoulas, 19, of Chios, Greece, has 
been charged with two counts of 
kidnapping 
and 
one 
count 
of 
aggravated robbery in connection with 
Saturday night’s abduction of a 
Cleveland woman and her baby. 


Midoulas was arrested Sunday about 
three hours after the knife-point ab­ 
duction of Mrs. Raymond C. Donsant 
and her 8-month-old son, Carman, 
outside a Parm a Heights super­ 
market. He allegedly forced his way 
into Mrs. Donsant’s car, held a knife to 
the baby’s throat and forced her to 
drive away. 


Police say she stopped, took the keys 
and ran from the car at a nearby in­ 
tersection, hoping the kidnapper would 
follow. However, he didn’t and police, 
who quickly arrived at the scene, gave 
him back the keys when he threatened 
to kill the child. 


Within blocks the man became in­ 
volved in several accidents and ran 
from the car, leaving the baby 
unharmed. 


Parma Heights police said Midoulas 
jumped ship in Norfolk, Va., and a 
deportation hearing was scheduled 
Dec. 13 before immigration officials in

State School Financing 
System Unconstitutional 


Police Investigate Rash 
O f Criminal Activity 
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CINCINNATI 
(AP) 
- Ohio’s 
troubled school financing system was 
declared unconsitutional today, but 
Judge Paul Riley said he would delay 
implementation of the ruling until July 
I, 1978. 
"This court is compelled, in view of 
sheer weight of evidence to find for the 
plaintiffs on constitutional grounds,” 
Riley said in his Hamilton County 
Pleas Court decision. 
The Cincinnati school district, in his 
class action suit, had argued that the 
Ohio Legislature’s funding system 
failed to abide by the Ohio Con­ 
stitutional requirement to provide a 
"thorough and efficient education.” 
John Lloyd Jr., attorney for the 
schools, said the disparity of state 
funding to local school districts also 
* violated equal protection clauses of the 
law. 
“Realizing that the state funds are 
essential to the operation of the 
districts, I am ordering this decision to 
take effect July 1,1978,’*Riley said at 
the end of the year-long trial. 
The state had contended in earlier 
arguments today that the court does 
not have jurisdiction in the case 
because school funding is the 
responsibility of the Ohio Legislature. 
David Beaver, assistant attorney 
general, also said that the class action 
suit by Cincinnati schools has “the 
wrong defendants. The administrators 
of the state education department have 
no control over the law,” Beaver said. 
Lloyd said the present law "keeps 
schools in a constant state of calamity. 
The local districts have no control 
because of mandates governing 
procedures and hiring policies and 
they should be allowed to spend their 
time determining educational policy 
and not with scraping up money.” 
The Cincinnati Board of Education 
filed suit in 1976 against Martin Essex, 


Pen Population 
Fixed By Court 


LUCASVILLE, Ohio (AP) - A 
federal judge has ordered a limit on 
the maximum number of inmates in 
the Southern Ohio Correctional 
Facility at Lucasville. 
U.S. District Court Judge Timothy 
Hogan ruled Friday the maximum 
security prison’s inmate population 
may not exceed the number of 
prisoners as of Sept. 29, 1977, pending 
approval of a plan to permanently 
reduce the prison’s population. 
According to Robert P. App, legal 
director of the Ohio American Civil 
^Liberties 
Union, 
the 
prison’s 
~ population ceiling would be about 2,000 
. under the judge’s order. 
The state has submitted five plans 
for reducing the number of prisoners 
at the facility in response to Hogan’s 
June 29 ruling saying the double up of 
inmates in cells designed for just one 
prisoner was a violation of the in­ 
mates’ constitutional rights. 
The ACLU will take depositions from 
officials of the Department of 
Rehabilitation and Corrections on Dec. 
12 in a move to come up with its own 
method of easing overcrowding at 
Lucasville, App said.

Die in Fire 
LONDON (AP) - Fire killed a 
mother and her three children today in 
Cambridgeshire in the worst single 
tragedy since Britain’s firemen wait 
on strike three weeks ago to support 
demands for better pay. 
Fifty-nine persons have died in fires 
throughout the country since 33,000 
full-time firefighters walked off the job 
Nov. 14 demanding a 30 percent in­ 
crease in pay. The government has 
rejected the demand, saying it would 
breach its anti-inflation pay policy 
calling for maximum raises of IO 
percent. 
However, fears that the number of 
fire deaths would increase during the 
strike have not materialized. Home 
Office figures indicate the number of 
fire-related deaths has not risen above 
the pre-strike average of 2.8 per day.

The (Md Reporter will assure you 
that it is nothing like the good old days 
when what’s-his-name owned the 
paper. He was w hat’s-his-nam e’s 
favorite bird dog. They confided in 
each other and practically ran the 
newspaper as a one-two team. What’s- 
his-name was a real pistol. 
But then, everything was different 
and, by implication, better. The Old 
Reporter will knock off work for 20 
minutes if you want to listen to how he 
and his bride bought their first house 
when he was earning $40 a week. He 
was the highest paid man in the city 
room. 
His hair is thin and gray. He wears it 
as a badge of seniority. His glasses and 
teeth were bought, and arthritis curls 
his fingers on the typewriter. Once 
upon a time he knew everybody in 
town and now that he could write the 
obituary page from memory, he 
refuses. 
The Old Reporter is sure that no one 
knows about the pint of bourbon in his 
inside pocket. His wife dresses him as 
a dandy. She can yank his pants up but 
not his features. Once he graced the 
drawing rooms of the great. He thinks 
they have forgotten him. He will not 
acknowledge that they are gone. 
When he is at the scene of a crime,

He has 
been warning everyone secretly that 
the paper is about to inaugurate a 
pension plan The Old Reporter will be 


the first to go.

debutantes. He no longer dreams of a 
new love. He is one of the few who gets 
to the office ahead of time. The 
typewriter is his final mistress.

Now, as I 
approach the years which transmute 
me into him, I’m beginning to admire 
the old man. There is a lot to be said for 
him.

NEW YORK (AP) - If you want 
some relief from the handwringing 
that seems to be inherent in most 
economic forecasts, you should read 
the reports coming out of General 
Motors these days. 
GM means generally magnificent 
when applied to the economic outlook. 
“There is no doubt that the U.S. 
economy and the automobile industry 
are in a dynamic period,” one official 
report states. 
Dynamic? But isn’t the automotive 
industry harassed by all sorts of 
seemingly insurmountable problems? 
Isn’t the economic expansion a shaky 
old creature trembling along on ar­ 
thritic joints? 
Just a few days ago, Thomas A. 
Murphy, the GM chairman, issued a 
yearend statement that stated: 
“General Motors, as well as the 
automobile industry in the United 
States, in calendar year 1978, will set 
records surpassing the marks now 
being posted in 1977.” 
Murphy is making a tradition of such 
statements. He is in effect saying that 
we must remain aware of the problems 
but not overlook what is right with the 
economy. He said the same things last 
year, and before too. 
To illustrate, in Murphy’s words: 
"We continue to be deeply concerned 
about the unemployment rate...” but 
we should also note that “the percent 
of the working age population that 
holds jobs alk) approximates the 
highest level in peacetime history.” 
And to demonstrate further: 
"We are aware that many un­ 
certainties about national economic 
policy currently cloud the outlook for 
1978 and have the potential for im­ 
pairing business and consumer con­ 
fidence. 
We 
rem ain 
confident, 
however, that these uncertainties will 
be 
resolved 
by 
soundly 
based 
programs in the national interest.” 
Propaganda in the pursuit of self- 
interest, say the cynics. What choice 
has a company of GM’s size but to 
promote 
good 
news 
about 
the 
economy. Bad news undermines buyer 
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confidence; good news sells cars. 
There’s hardly any purpose in 
denying the likelihood that this is an 
ingredient in the GM recipe. Why, one 
of its former chairmen once stated 
publicly that as GM goes, so goes the 
nation. 
But GM is also putting its money up, 
and that you must respect. 
Said Murphy: “ General Motors 
again will make major capital ex­ 
penditures next year. In 1977, GM’s 
capital spending, including special 
tools, will aggregate $3.8 billion, more 
than 50 per cent above last year’s near 
record. 
“For 1978 and 1979, we expect our 
spending for the expansion and 
modernization of our facilities to be at 
a comparably high level.” 
In 
sum m ary: 
“ The 
balanced 
economic expansion during 1977 
provides a good foundation for 
sustainable growth in the years 
ahead.” 
How odd those words! So many 
people think the auto industry has had 
a terrible time of it, that the economy 
has been disappointing, that the 
economic foundation is quivering, that 
the economic road ahead is mined, and 
that maybe smiling in public is 
unethical. 
But it’s all OK. It’s perfectly ac­ 
ceptable to be optimistic. And it ap­ 
pears to pay off as well.

When I walk on anything but the 
smoothest surface I get excruciating 
pain in the soles of my feet. Now, even 
at work ifs beginning to be painful.

Dear Mr. C.: 
Many people who have a high arch 
are bothered by this kind of pain. 
Years of pounding cement sidewalks 
can affect, and even destroy, the 
protective metatarsal pad. When this 
fat pad is no longer present, ways of 
finding man-made protective devices 
must be resorted to. 
Foam rubber, soft rubber, and 
styrene cushions are very helpful. 
Specially constructed shoes, with soles 
that are designed to cushion the im­ 
pact of walking, will ease your pain 
considerably.

stamina. This is known to doctors as 
“ post-infectious 
w eakness” 
or 
“asthenia.” 
Sometimes, a sense of fatigue may 
persist for many weeks. People who do 
not recognize this as the body’s cry for 
additional rest prolong the period of 
recovery. 
There is a loss of protein commonly 
associated with acute infections. 
Replenishment of this loss with dietary 
supplements can markedly reduce the 
duration of the fatigue. 
I have always felt that patients, after 
an infection, should indulge them­ 
selves with extra rest before returning 
to full activity.

Raids Farms 
In New Jersey 


BUENA, N J. (AP) — The scraggly 
collie, starving and dazed from weeks 
in the cold pine barrens, stared into the 
muzzle of Guerdan Smith’s shotgun. 
“Here boy, come here,” Smith said. 
But the collie backed away. 
Crack! The collie was blown on his 
side, yelping and wagging its tail 
frantically. Smith quickly reloaded 
and fired again point-blank. It was 
over. 
“ We love them, but what can we do? 
It’s out of control right now,” he said. 
In the farm and pine country of 
southern New Jersey, man’s worst 
enemy is the wild dog. One farm was 
raided in October by a pack of dogs 
that killed two sheep, seven goats and 
13 pigs. The pack, officials say, may 
have been made up of as many as 20 
dogs. 
Smith, 60, a tall, gentle paint con­ 
tractor and recently deputized wild 
dog warden of the area, today leads a 
posse of about 15 experienced hunters 
in an effort to thin out the population of 
wild canines. 
“The dogs, ifs not their fault,” 
Smith said, cruising the back roads in 
his pickup truck Friday. “Ifs those 
out-of-town folks who are dropping 
their dogs off here. They get rid of 
them. And dogs have to eat. I even 
caught a Philadelphia cop doing it 
once. 
“Everybody thinks this is a game for 
kids, but you’ve got to know what 
you’re doing, boy,” he said. “They’ll 
turn on you. Just as soon as run, they’ll 
turn on you.” 
Smith knows his wild dogs. He was 
last called to duty IO years ago when a 
dog pack killed half a dozen sheep. 
“I got ’em that same night.,” he 
said. “I left one carcass out there and 
they came back at night to kill some 
more. I got ’em all." 
The wild dog warden turned his 
truck into an old gravel pit. “I don’t 
wish anybody any trouble, but I hope 
there’s no one in here dropping off a 
dog." 
Two hounds bounded out of the 
woods, barking playfully. Smith 
stepped out of the cab and took aim. 
The dogs looked up innocently. 
“Naw, they’re coon dogs. See, 
they’re collared. Somebody’s hunting 
in here,” he said. 
“Wild dogs, they look friendly, but 
then they’ll rip you apart,” he said. 
“We all love dogs. Every one of us 
lias them,” he said, referring to the 
log posse. “But at the same time, we 
know if we don’t do something about 
these wild dogs, they’ll kill our dogs or 
maybe some kid.”

Square Rigged Ship 
To Be Sold 
Auction 


NEWPORT, R.I. (AP) — David 
Kent’s square-rigged tall ship is called 
the Enchantress, but it seems to be 
bewitched. 
Kent has disappeared, leaving his 
crew unpaid, his bank clamoring for 
$422,000 and authorities planning to 
auction the vessel. 
“The last time I saw him he was 
putting license plates on a new 
Cadillac,” said Chief Deputy U.S. 
Marshal George Douglas. “ He said he 
was going to Florida.” That was in 
September, Douglas said. 
There were ll crew members, “and 
they never got paid a cent,” Douglas 
said. 
The 94-ton brigantine was built for 
the Tall Ships race from Portsmouth, 
England, to Newport in 1976, and was 
used for a time afterwards as a charter 
craft. 
Douglas’ office seized the two- 
masted ship in September. It will be 
sold at public auction Dec. 16. It’s,tied 
t up here M) a solitary.Goat Island pier, 
’ ' sails furled, and will be open for public 
inspection on Dec. 13. 
Chemical Bank of New York says 
Kent owes $422,000 on the brigantine. 
The bank asked that the ship be seized, 
and federal Judge Raymond Pettine 
gave Kent 20 days to come up with a 
partial payment. But Kent disap­ 
peared. 
Douglas said Kent was a Marine 
Corps pilot in the Korean War who 
gave up flying to manage a con­ 
struction company on Long Island, 
N.Y. In 1973, he gave up a $50,000 a 
year job with the firm to build the 19th 
century replica and sail in the Tall 
Ships race, the marshal says. 
“ It took two years to build the hull 
and another two years to outfit it,” 
Douglas said. Kent originally thought 
the project would cost about $200,000, 
but his costs ballooned and he ended up 
spending about $700,000. 


When complete, the Enchantress 
carried 5,260 square feet of sail on her 
two masts. Her hull was made from 
ferro-cement. 
Douglas said Kent tried to set up 
charters to defray some of the costs, 
and at first his efforts were successful. 
“He’d have trips from Port Jef­ 
ferson, N.Y., to Block Island, with 
drinking and dancing. They were 
pretty popular,” Douglas said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
new program under which victims of 
crime are compensated by the state 
for their monetary losses paid out 
$460,000 in its first ll months of 
operation. It has $3.88 million in the 
bank. 
But those who help run the program 
in the Ohio Court of Gaims point out 
quickly 
that 
the 
figures 
are 
misleading. They say ifs wrong for 
anyone to make an assumption that it 
is overfunded. “Far from it,” said 
Charles E. Crowley, who pays out 
claims once they have been checked 
and validated by the attorney 
general’s office. 
One of the major reasons that the 
balance this week was so much greater 
than expenditures was the timetable 
under which the program was put into 
operation. 
The first claim was not accepted 
until Dec. 28,1976, about three months 
after assessments of $3 from each 
court case across Ohio started coming 
in. 
The legislature provided, that the 
program would be funded in this 
manner, and the courts thus far have 
collected about $4.1 million in 
assessments. 
Thus, while the assessments have 
been coming in for about 14 months, 
payment of claims did not start until 
last March. Crowley explained that no 
claim could be paid until after 60 days 
allowed for investigation by the at­ 
torney general, followed by processing 
and other administrative work. 
In addition, he pointed out that only 
one 
payment of $50,000 
— the 
maximum permitted by the law for a 
single claim — has been paid out so 
far. At various stages of investigation 
and processing are about 40 death 


cases which could qualify for the 
maximum. Should they be approved, 
they would require an outlay of about 
$2 million, Crowley noted. 
The one maximum payment to date 
was to the widow of an Akron man 
killed as he worked in a bar. Although 
the victim, Donald Pinto, was 67, the 
state determined that he likely would 
have lived another 12 years and 
received at least $50,000 in retirement 
income and from his employment as a 
part-time bartender. 
Crrowley said all told, the state has 
received about 1,200 claims since the 
program got under way, while about 
350 were approved for total payments 
of about $460,000. 
A bill recently approved by the 
legislature probably will mean further 
demands on the treasury. It extends 
the length of time given to those 
seeking to file initial claims, when the 
program first went into effect. 
The law said that a person suffering 
monetary losses as a result of a crime 
on or after Jan. 3,1976, had one year to 
make application. However, the law 
wasn’t immediately implemented and 
the first claims were not accepted until 
almost 12 months later. 
Crowley said the new law, which 
takes effect Feb. 7, allows that 
category of applicants until the end of 
1978 to file claims. 
It means that 30 cases already 
rejected, because the one-year statute 
of limitation had expired, will be 
reactivated, he said. 
Afterward, the one-year limitation 
will apply to all cases, he added.

and all — as workers prepare for a $5.3 
million twoyear renovation job to 
make the building earthquake-safe. 
Gov. Mike O'Callaghan was the last 
state official to leave the 107-year-old, 
sandstone-sheathed structure Friday. 
He left behind a lot of empty space. 
Footsteps on the Alaska marble floor 
no longer ring — there’s a dismal, even 
eerie, hollowness. 
Treasurer Mike Mirabelli, Secretary 
of State Bill Swackhamer, Controller 
Wilson Mcgowan, their staffs and 
other government workers moved 
before O’Callaghan cleared out. 
A tour of the once-elegant and busy 
offices shows rugs stripped off floors, 
old papers and publications strewn 
around, all furniture gone and even 
wallpaper peeling in some areas. 
Walls of the cavernous main 
hallways are bare now that the big 
paintings of former Nevada governors 
have been stored imtil the recon­ 
struction job is done. 
Bob Stewart, O’Callaghan’s press 
secretary, says there’s “nothing we 
can ck) about it but accept it.” And he 
says that while the graceful structure 
will be totally rebuilt, every effort will 
be made to leave undisturbed the 
building’s cornerstone, stuffed with 
everything from a copy of the state 
Constitution to an old Chinese coin.

C hristm as tree, should consider 
buying a freshly balled and burlapped 
tree which can be replanted after the 


holidays,” says Ernest Gebhart, Chief 
of ODNR’s Division

“ Those who don’t have room to plant 
this type of tree after Christmas, can 
donate it to a local parks department 
for the enjoyment of all Ohioans.”

ODNR suggests that one inch should 
be cut off the base of a pre-cut tree, to 
increase the tree’s absorption. Place 
the tree in a bucket of cold water and 
store it outside in a place protected 
from the wind, until it is brought inside 
for decorating. Use a freeholder with a 
water container at the base of the tree. 
When trimming the tree, remember 
not to place it near an open heating 


duct, which will dry it out, or near a 
fire escape route in the home. 
A homemade fire retardant can be 
made to add to the safety of your 
Christmas tree. Mix one and one- 
quarter cups of boric acid and an equal 
amount of borax in three gallons of 
water. Place the mixture in a tree 
holder reservoir.

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Evangelists Meet To Discuss Financial Disclosure 


EDITOR'S NOTE. Americans gave 
nearly $30 billion to charity last year. 
The biggest chunk of the money went 
to religious groups. 
And these 
organizations are under growing 
pressure to give donors more in­ 
formation about the way contributions 
are spent Here, in the first of a five-

Representatives of the nation’s top 
evangelical associations are meeting 
in Chicago later this week to talk about 
money and to try to decide how much 
they should tell the public about the 
way contributions are spent. 
The religious charities traditionally 
have been the strongest opponents of 
efforts 
to 
force 
non-profit 
organizations to disclose information 
about their financial operations. Some 
spokesmen contend that legislation on 
financial disclosure would be a 
violation of the principle of separation 
of church and state. 
The argum ents and the fears 
remain. But a growing number of 
religious leaders say they must set up 
a voluntary system for financial 
disclosure to avoid a mandatory one. 
In a recent meeting in Washington, 
D.C., Roman Catholic bishops ap­ 
proved strict new standards governing 
fund raising in the church. The stan­ 
dards, intended for use by all Catholic 
dioceses and religious orders in the 
United States, 
require full ac­ 
countability to contributors, with 
regular, audited reports setting forth 


the amounts collected, the costs of the 
fund raising and the purposes and uses 
of the money. 
Hie evange’ical leaders — about 
three dozen of them — were invited to 
Chicago by W. Stanley .Mooneyham, 
president of World Vision, which a 
spokesman describes as "a non-profit, 
interdenom inational outreach 
of 
Christians concerned with the physical 
and spiritual needs of people around 
the world.” 
World Vision has been one of the few 
religious groups which has always 
been willing to provide financial in­ 
formation to donors who asked. 
In July, officials of World Vision and 
about half a dozen other religious 
charities met in the office of U.S. Sen. 
Mark 0. Hatfield, R-Ore., who is a 
member of the World Vision board. 
Among the subjects under discussion 
was a bill proposed by U.S. Rep. 
Charles H. Wilson. D-Calif., which 
would require most major charities to 
provide a breakdown of where and how 
their money is spent. 
Speaking in support of his bill. 
Wilson said it represented “a golden 
opportunity to take a positive step that 
will insure that the vital work done by 
legitimate charitable organizations 
can be continued in the future in an 
environment that is not tainted by 
frequent scandal.” 
At about the same time as Wilson 
was speaking, Hatfield was talking to 
the religious leaders. Richard L. 
Watson, director of communications 
for World Vision, said Hatfield told 
them: “If Christian agencies don’t 
take the bull by the horns and come up 
Mandatory Warning Labels 
Proposed For Liquid Protein 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The federal 
government, in proposing mandatory 
warning labels on predigested liquid 
protein and other protein supplements, 
says it may yet try to ban the products 
as a health risk. 


The Food and Drug Administration 
said Thursday that 31 deaths are now 
being examined for possible links to 
liquid protein diets, although medical 
investigators say they are sure of a 
connection in only IO fatalities. 


Those IO deaths, all women under 
age 45 who died of sudden heart at­ 
tacks after weeks of ingesting nothing 
but liquid protein, raised particular 
concern because all of them were 
dieting under medical supervision. 


The modified liquid protein fast was 
made popular by a book called “The 
I .ast Chance Diet.” 


In proposing the warning label 
regulation, Food and Drug Com­ 
missioner Donald M. Kennedy asked 
for scientific and legal comments on 
whether the protein products need to 
lie banned and the best way to take 
such action. 


“If we determine that the risk to 
consumers cannot be controlled by 
labeling,” Kennedy said, “then FDA 
will act to remove the product from the 
market.” 
Sen. Charles H. Percy of Illinois, the 
ranking Republican on a special 
Senate nutrition and health com­ 
m ittee, said the FDA’s warning 
proposal doesn't go far enough and 
repeated his call for the agency to pull 
the product off the market. 


The FDA’s proposed regulation, 
published in the Federal Register 
today, would require all protein 
supplements intended for use in weight 
reduction or maintenance programs to 
bear this label: 
“WARNING — Very low calorie 
protein diets may cause serious illness 
or death. DO NOT USE FOR WEIGHT 
REDUCTION OR MAINTENANCE 
WITHOUT 
MEDICAL 
SUPER­ 
VISION. Do not use for any purpose 
without medical advice if you are 
taking medication. Not for use by 


infants, children or pregnant or nur­ 
sing women.” 


The labeling requirement, which for 
procedural reasons won’t take effect 
for at least two months, will apply both 
to liquid protein products and powders 
designed to be mixed with a liquid, the 
agency said. 
A shorter, blunter warning would be 
required on the various protein sup­ 
plements being sold in health food and 
drug stores but not intended for 
dieters. It would say: “WARNING — 
Very low calorie protein diets may 
cause serious illness or death. DO NOT 
USE FOR WEIGHT REDUCTION OR 
MAINTENANCE.” 
The FDA said it intends to require 
warnings on nondietary supplements 
because they are used to lose weight 
whether or not they are explicitly 
labeled for that purpose.

with some kind of organization of their 
own that voluntarily provides in­ 
formation, then Congress is going to do 
it... 
“We agreed with Sen. Hatfield ... We 
felt Christian agencies ought to do 
something voluntarily.” 
Watson said World Vision supports 
the idea of financial disclosure, but is 
opposed to making it mandatory. 
There had been pressure for 
financial disclosure from other 
sources as well. Published reports said 
that the Billy Graham Evangelistic 
Association was not in compliance 
with a Minnesota law requiring 
registration and annual reports on 
annuity plans sold in the state. Hie 
problem — which Graham blamed on 
postal and other errors — was cleared 
up, and the association subsequently 
provided, for the first time, a full, 
public breakdown of its spending. 
The issue of financial disclosure is 
not a new one. Religious organizations 
in particular have come under attack 
ever since the scandal within the 
Pallottine Fathers of Baltimore, a 
Roman Catholic order, which raised 
$20 million in a two-year period, but 
spent less than 5 percent of the funds 
on charitable purposes. 
Some states already lim it the 
amount charities can spend on fund 
raising. Others require charities to 
include a financial statement along 
with appeals. 
Advertisements for the Save the 
Children Foundation of Westport, 
Conn., include a section which asks 
potential donors: “Do you wish 
verification of Save the Children 
credentials?” The section says that 
78.1 percent of the organization’s 
money is used for direct aid and 
support of the charity itself. An annual 
report and audit statement are 
available on request. 
World Vision tells contributors: 
“Over the past three years, World 
Vision invested more than $43.9 million 
on its ministeries while total overhead 
has averaged 17.1 percent.” A com­ 
plete financial report is sent to anyone 
who requests it.

“corporations or any community chest 
fund or foundation organized and 
operated exclusively for religious, 
charitable, scientific, testing for public 
safety, literary or educational pur­ 
poses or for the prevention of cruelty to 
children or animals.” 
Under the code, none of the net 
earnings of the group can go to any 
private shareholder or individual. Tax- 
exempt groups also are prohibited 
from “carrying on propaganda or 
otherwise attempting to influence 
legislation.” 
There are some 250,000 tax-exempt 
organizations in the United States. 
Most of them are required to file 
financial reports with the IRS. 
Because of constitutional guarantees 
of separation of church and state, 
however, any religious group which 
qualifies under IRS rules as an “in­ 
tegrated auxiliary of a church” does 
not have to file such a report. 
(Note: some religious charities may 
provide financial reports on individual 
arms of their operations which do not 
meet IRS requirem ents for the 
exemption from filing.) 
It is these religious groups, however, 
which raise the most money. The 
American Association of Fund-Raising 
Counsel Inc. says Americans gave a 
record $29.42 billion to charity in 1976, 
up 9.4 percent from 1975. Religious 
groups got 43.6 percent or $12.84 
billion, up 9.9 percent from the 
previous year. 
The Treasury Department estimates 
that deductions taken by individual 
taxpayers for charitable contributions 
in 1976 cost the federal government 
about $4 billion in lost taxes. 
Billy Graham has noted in the past 
that churches and church-related 
groups are not required to provide 
financial information. “But the mood 
of the country is moving in that 
direction,” he sadded, and “we will 
gladly conform to it.” 
Graham also said: “When people 
give to our association they trust that 
it’s being handled properly and wisely 
and invested for the advancement of 
the Kingdom of God, which all of it is.” 
Helen O’Rourke, director of the 
Philanthropic Advisory Service of the 
Council of Better Business Bureaus, 
agreed that many contributors accept, 
on faith, that their money will be spent 
wisely. 
Mrs. O’Rourke said the organization 
got several critical letters after it was 
disclosed that the BBB listed the 
Graham association as failing to 
comply with council standards. 
The council keeps files on about 
10,000 charities. It regularly publishes 
a brochure called “Give, But Give 
Wisely,” listing about 500 charities 
which are broken down into two groups 
— those which comply with BBB 
standards and those which don’t. 
Among the standards is a requirement 
that the organization provide an in­ 
dependent financial audit and that it 
spend at least 50 percent of its money 
on program purposes. 
Most of the organizations which are 
not in compliance are religious in 
nature. As of late last year, Mrs. 
O’Rourke said less than IO percent of 
the religious-based organizations had 
provided an independent financial 
statement. (World Vision is in com­ 
pliance;

Evangelistic Association is not, 
although officials have said they will 
provide the financial inform ation 
required to change the group’s status.)

Flynt Will Return 
To Cincinnati 
CINCINNATI (A P ) - Hustler 
magazine publisher Larry Flynt said 
God has told him to publish an 
illustrated version of the Bible, but 
first he wants to be tried again on 
pornography charges in Cincinnati. 
Flynt, who was convicted here of 
engaging in organized crime and 
pandering in obscenity, said he plans 
to return to Cincinnati this week “ to 
sell my magazine on the streets and 
force them to arrest me again.” 
“ I ’ve got the scripture on one hand 
and the First Amendment on the other. 
I don’t intend to lose,” Flynt told a 
Washington, D.C., convention of the 
Speech Communication Association on 
Saturday. 
Flynt is appealing his Cincinnati 
conviction which resulted in a sentence 
of seven to 25 years in prison. His 
magazine is also banned for sale in 
Hamilton County under obscenity 
laws. 
Flynt, who claims to have found 
religion through evangelist Ruth 
Carter Stapleton, said he wants an 
opportunity for a fair trial. 
“ I intend to do this in the Cincinnati 
courts,” he said. 
Another Hamilton County trial 
would be different because a Cleveland 
judge earlier this fall struck down 
Ohio’s organized crime statute under 
which he was convicted, Flynt said. 
The pomograher said he intends to 
sell a old copy of Hustler in Cincinnati, 
similar to the ones for which he was 
convicted. 
After his Cincinnati confrontation, 
Flynt said he plans to work on his 
version of the Bible. 
“ God has asked me to publish an 
illustrated version of the Bible,” Flynt 
said. 
He said 
he 
also 
plans 
a 
documentary which he termed “ a 
religious Roots.” ’ 
Flynt said he was “ bom again” as a 
Christian with the help of Mrs. 
Stapleton, President Carter’s sister. 
“ I am the happiest man I know 
today,” Flynt said. He promised a 
number of editorial changes will soon 
take place in Hustler. 
Asked if his new-found Christianity

relationships,” said Sally Savage, 
president of the 83,000-member Ohio 
Education Association. 
Ms. Savage said Friday that Ohioans 
should expect more disruptions in 
public employment if the veto is 
sustained. “11118 veto could mean a 
continued acceleration of employee- 
employer disputes as the state faces a 
period of confusion and conflict.” 
“ I’m sorry he did that,” said Jim 
O’Meara, executive secretary of the 
Cleveland Teachers Union. “ Public 
employees are in dire need of some 
protection to allow them to negotiate 
with their employers like they do in 
private industry.” 
More than half that system’s 5,400 
teachers stayed away from classes for 
the second day Friday because they 
have not been paid. 
In refusing to grant 510,000 em­ 
ployees the right to strike, Rhodes said 
a collective bargaining bill “ must ...

Campaign To Reorganize 
Government Behind Schedule 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Carter’s campaign to reorganize the 
federal government has slipped behind 
schedule. But from Carter’s stand­ 
point, that’s not all bad. 


As administration officials tell it, the 
delays add up to making haste slowly. 
Postponed timetables, they argue, are 
likely to avoid more lengthy delays 
later. 
Take 
the 
case 
of 
a 
planned 
reorganization of the agencies that 
handle federal paperwork for the do-it- 
yourself pension programs known as 
Keogh 
Plans 
and 
Individual 
Retirement^Accounts. 
Carter’s reorganizers, working out 
of the Office of Management and 
Budget, had hoped two months ago to 
have a detailed pension reorganization 
plan ready for submission to Congress 
on Oct. 17. Now they may wait until 
next year. 
The reason for the delay, according 
to Richard Pettigrew, the president’s 
top reorganization aide: the House 
committee that will handle the plan 
favors the creation of a single agency 
to administer the pension programs. 
But its Senate counterpart wants the 
chore divided, as it is now, between the 
Labor Department and the Internal 
Revenue Service, supporting only 
limited changes to better define 
jurisdictional boundaries. 
Pettigrew said in a telephone in­ 
terview that the administration is 
trying to develop a consensus position 
so whatever plan eventually is sub­ 
mitted will sail through Congress 
without serious opposition. 
Under 
reorganization 
powers 
granted Carter last April, any ad­ 
ministration plan for reorganization is 
killed if disapproved by either the 


Senate or House within 60 working 
days. 
Because of this veto threat, the 
reorganizers give every evidence of 
trying hard to work closely with 
Congress in advance so their plans, 
once submitted, face promising odds. 


Thus Carter’s Reorganization Plan 
No. I, involving the Executive Office of 
the 
President, 
took 
effect 
automatically in October with minimal 
congressional opposition. And Plan 
No. 2, to replace the U.S. Information 
Agency with a new International 
Communication 
Agency, 
seems 
assured of early approval. 
Among other things, the Executive 
Office plan abolished the Office of 
Drug Abuse Policy, which did give the 
reorganizers some uncomfortable 
moments. As Harrison Wellford, 
OMB’s executive associate director, 
told a reporter: 
“One of our unpleasant duties is to 
have to go up to Capitol Hill and ex­ 
plain to a committee whose only 
justification (for existence) is the 
oversight of a unit that we are 
abolishing. (On the drug agency) we 
really had three hours of unmitigated 
hell.” 
Echoing Pettigrew, Wellford said, 
“We have really made a tremendous 
effort to go out to the congressional 
committees at early stages to get their 
advice about options that we are 
developing.” 


The 
ultimate 
objective, 
said 
Wellford, is “being sure we have a 
good sense of what needs to be done, 
and what’s politically feasible.” 
Yes, you could call it making haste 
slowly. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohioans 
will elect their next governor and 
lieutenant governor as a team in 
November 1978. 
But how will the teams be paired? 
By mutual agreement before the 
primary, or will the candidates run 
separately in the primary and unite for 
the general election? 
That’s what the legislature hopes to 
decide when it returns Tuesday for an 
expected oneday working session. The 
Cleveland school crisis and a con­ 
troversial bill giving tax breaks to new 
and expanding industry also will come 
under scrutiny. 
Majority Democrats also may try to 
override Gov. James A. Rhodes’ veto 
of a Democratic priority bill which 
would give collective bargaining rights 
to about 510,000 state and local public 
employes. 
The so-called tandem election bill 
was introduced early this year as a 
result of a 1976 amendment to the Ohio 
Constitution, approved by voters, 
which mandates the joint election of 
the governor and lieutenant governor. 
But the amendment dealt only with 
the November general election, and 
left it up to the legislature to determine 
how the teams would be nominated. 
The legislature ran into a lot of dif­ 
fering opinions — not at all partisan — 
over how it should be done. 
Sen. Tony P. Hall, D-Dayton, Senate 
elections committee chairman, came 
forward with a bill that would require 
aspirants for the two top offices to win 
primary election nominations on their 
own. 
It sailed through the Senate and was

sent to the House where it promptly 
was changed to allow the candidates 
for governor to pick their own running 
mates before the primary. 
Late last June, the bill went to a 
Senate-House conference committee, 
headed by Hall, but it became 
hopelessly deadlocked and adjourned. 
Then, late last week, Hall said he had 
decided to go along with the House 
version and reported that Senate 
Majority Leader Oliver Ocasek, D- 
Akron, had decided to do the same. 
Both had opposed the House version 
adamantly last summer, and their 
change of heart has not yet been fully 
explained. Hall said he had done “a lot 
of thinking” and decided that when 
voters approved the constitutional 
amendment, they probably thought 
they were opting for a pre-primary 
team up. 
Ocasek said almost the same, and 
added that separate nominations could 
produce a team that was 
“in­ 
compatible.” The Senate leader denied 
he had made a deal with House 
Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-New 
Boston, who wants to let the can­ 
didates for governor choose their 
mates. 
“I don’t make deals,” said Ocasek, 
adding that he had wanted the House to 
go along with a Senate bill drawing 
new congressional districts in Ohio 
more favorable to Democrats. 
“The redistricting bill apparently is 
dead. If there had been an area for 
negotiations, that would have been it,” 
the senator said. 
Riffe and Ocasek both are possible 
candidates for governor next year, but 
have said they will not run against 
each other in the primary. Most of the 
other gubernatorial hopefuls have said 
they do not have strong feelings one 
way or the other. Gov. James A. 
Rhodes, however, wants the House bill 
and has said so, even though he still is 
holding off on his reelection campaign 
announcement. 
Expected before the Senate Tuesday 
is a bill that would let the Cleveland 
City School District, and possibly 
others, borrow against next year’s tax 
revenues to continue operating this 
year. Riffe promised immediate House 


action, if the Senate passes it. 
Ocasek said he and the speaker were 
trying over the weekend to find 
common ground for the industrial tax 
break bill. It has been languishing in a 
joint conference committee in a 
dispute over whether the state or local 
governments should absorb the fiscal 
impact of the tax reductions.

The Chiefs are now doomed to the 
Electronic Pingpong 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Medical 
researchers at Ohio State University 
have found a useful application of 
electronic pingpong games. 
The games, played on modified 
television sets, are being used by 
optometry instructors to help those

movement of both eyes. 
Without therapy, the patients can 
develop amblyopia, or lazy eye, which 
prevents clear vision and becomes 
steadily harder to correct.

this area’s utter resignation over the 
plight of the winless Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers. 
“We have these two season tickets 
for Sunday’s game,” she said, “but I 
have volunteered to chauffeur for the 
golfers playing in the Mixed Team 
Tournament over at Largo.

He wasn’t about to blow his brains 
out. 
“My reputation is taking a hell of a 
beating,” he acknowledged “We have 
had a lot of tough luck, building from 
scratch is a long, hard haul. But don’t 
worry. We’ll make it It’s a slow 
building process.” 
Trouble is, some of the more avid 
fans in this football hotbed are losing 
patience. 
They have hauled out bumper 
stickers that say, “Dump McKay in 
Tampa Bay,” a merchant came out 
with a line of sweat shirts with the 
imprint, “Go For 0.”

The three players voted 
least effective were the McKay 
proteges from USC — Davis, Bell and 
son, Johnny McKay. 
Lately fans have grown bolder and 
uglier. One recently stood up at a game 
and bellowed, “Hey, McKay, maybe 
Nixon’s got a place for you at San 
Clemente.” As the coach and his son 
walked toward the dressing room, a 
cup of ice was dumped on their heads. 
“Our loyal supporters have been 
wonderful,” McKay said. “Our crowds 
continue to number 40,000 and 50,000. 
We get stacks of mail expressing faith 
in us. Our critics are more demon­ 
strative.” 
It’s been a painful journey for the 
snowy-haired, 54-year-old coach who 
compiled a 127-40 record at USC, won 
four national titles, played in nine bowl 
games and coached such Heisman 
Trophy stars as Mike Garrett and O. J. 
Simpson. 
The Bucs are a snake-bit team — 
tough as any in the league on defense, 
unlucky on offense with a succession of 
quarterback injuries and mistakes in 
critical situations that have been 
• almost mystical. 
‘‘Buzzards’ luck,” one pundit 
commented.

The British island colony was calm 
all day Sunday, and only three fire 
bombs exploded Sunday night, in a 
truck and a vacant house in Hamilton 
and at a reform school 12 miles outside 
Trading

Stock Halted 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Federal 
bank regulators today announced a 10- 
day trading suspension in the stock of 
the National Bank of Georgia, the bank 
once headed by Bert Lance, who 
resigned in September as President 
Carter’s budget director. 
John Heimann, the comptroller of 
the currency and chief regulator of 
national banks, said the trading 
suspension was ordered “ following a 
written request by the bank in view of 
recent increased trading volume and 
price movements in the market bank 
stocks. 
The suspension was effective im­ 
mediately. 
Lance, who was president of the 
bank before joining the Carter ad­ 
ministration early this year, holds 
about 200,000 shares, or about 16 
percent of the bank’s stock. 
A sharp drop in the value of the 
shares after Lance became director of 
the Office of Management and Budget 
started the chain of events that led to 
questions about his financial dealings 
and led to his resignation in Sep­ 
tember. 
Although Lance has returned to 
private life, he remains an unofficial 
adviser to Carter, his close personal 
friend. 
The investigation into his financial 
dealings is still being conducted by 
several government agencies. 
Shares of the National Bank of

securities market. The trading 
suspension will terminate Dec. 14, the 
comptroller said. 
The comptroller’s office said that 
securities dealers and brokers, 
shareholders and prospective pur­ 
chasers of the bank’s stock “ are 
cautioned that they should evaluate 
the information available and any 
information subsequently issued by 
the bank and or the parties in in­ 
terest.”
